ASSASSINATION 
OF PRINCE ITO 


Leader of Japanese Government, 
and Great Reformer, Victim of 
Coreen Bom). 


Bhanghai, Oct. 256.—Prince Ito, lead- 
er of the Japanese government, was 
aasassinated at Harbin today. He was 
killed by a bomb thrown by a Corean. 
The Japanese Consul General and the 
president of the Southern Manchuriin 
railroad wére wounded. Prince Ito 
had gone to Harbin ¢0 meet M. Koko- 
vsoff, the Russian Minister of Finance. 
The Prince was president of the privy 
council of Japan. 

The subjects to be discussed at the 
conference were not suggested in the 
Japanese overtures, and M. Kokovsoff 
im accepting the invitation to meet 
Prince Ito barred Political questions. 
Russian statesmen: are seriously con- 
aideting the sale of the Russian rail- 
Way itt that territory, and this pros- 
pect it was expected would * be dis: 
cussed. z 
Vapan’s Greatest Reformer. 

Prinoe 1to0 was the first to see the 
absolute necessity of Japan’s adopting 
the Western civilization if she would 
hold a place among the nations of ithe 
world. As a ‘boy he fought against the 
Shiogun’in order to put the Emperor 
in power and when the new govern- 
ment was constituted in 1885 he was 
one of the chief organizers, being min- 
ister of finance and public works, At 
that time he was only 27 years of age. 
Two years later he was sent tthe 
United States to study the financial 
systgn, which he introduced here, 
and a the age o/ 30 he was sent abroad 
as a special envoy to arrange treaties 
with the European powers. 

Drafted Japan's Constitution. 

A little later the Prince was in Eu- 
rope studying the constitutions of the 
principal nations and after that back 
in Tokio writing the constitution 
which now governs Japan. 

Not more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago Prince Ito began ‘his life 
young. He was only 22 when, after 
teying in vain to drive the foreign 
gunboate out of Yokohoma, he slipped 
away on a dark night and got a ship 
for SBharighai, having determined to 
visit..the weetern world and spy the 
secreta of the barbarians who then 
threatened the existence of his coun- 
try. 

Ito and Marquis Inouye took pas- 
sage on a ship to Shanghai and by #* 
made their way around the Cape of 
Good Hope to Europe, They had ar- 
ranged for money before hand, but in 
some way there was a misunderstand- 
ing. 

Made Them Work as Sailors. 

The captain of the ship did not real- 
ize that he had two young nobles go- 
ing off on a tour of investigation, He 
treated them as sailors and made them 
work during a yreater part of their 
passage, The two boys knew no Eng- 
lish, and when they were dumped out 
on the etreets of Londan they were at 
a loss where to go. They had letters 
of credit on Jardine, Mathieson & 
company, a great English trading firm, 
which still has its branches all over 
China, but they had only a dollar in 
actual cash, and they lost that before 
they had gone many blocks. On his 
return to Japan the experience gained 
by Ito was the basis for his career in 
state craft, which made him chief 
among the Mikado’s advisors. 

May Mean Korean Uprising. 

Ww onl, . %.—-The afsas- 
sination of Prince Ito, will, it is be- 
lieved here today, prove the signal for 
the flaring up of the Korean revolu- 
tion, which has been carried on in 
desultary fashion, but with heavy 
casualties in total since Japan closed 
her grip on Korea. The policy of ex- 
ploitation and development, as Japan 
styles her course, in the sinall coun- 
try, is declared by Korean ‘Patriots’ 
to be nothing short of systematic sye- 
tem of looting. Guerilla bands of 
Koreans have constantly warred on 
Japanese forces and in the course of 
Japan’s pecification of what is prac- 
tically her new domain, thousands 
have fallen. 

What Will Japan Do? 

Attack on Prince Ito is the most 
important development in the Far 
Eastern situation in a long time and 
the attitude Japan will take on the 
matter, in view of the fact that the 
fat] attack was done on foreign 
(Chinese) soil, is a matter of grave 
diplomatic interest and one in which 
every chancellory in Europe is en- 
gaged. According to a despatch from 
Harbin, the attack on Prince Ito was 
made just as the statesman, accom- 
panied by Russian Finance Minister 
Kokovzoff, was about to inspect the 
troops drawn up in his honor, He was 
crossing the station ~platform. ~The 
assassin was captured in the tation, 
He declared that he wa actuated not 
merely by the hatred of Japan, of his 
countrymen, but by a desire for per- 
sonal revenge. Prince Ito, who was 
in command of Korea, ordered the 
death of several relatives of the as- 
sassin.

PROOF OF COOK’S SUCCESS 


Knud Rasmussen Has Further :0

__ Copenhagen, Oct. 25.—Knud_ Ras- 
mussen, the Danish commissioner in 
Greenland, says the Eskimos, includ- 
ing Dr. Cook’s two companions, could 
not give definite information that Dr. 
Cook reached the North Pole as they 
could not make observations, bua 
that it is an established fact that 
Dr, Cook was in Jones Sound. Ras- 
mussen says: 

‘I think it is proof of Dr. Cook's 
good conscience that a fortnight pe- 
fore I left Greenland I received a 
letter from Dr, Cook requesting me 
to examine his Eskimos. It was pre- 
vented by my own work but I have 
sent a letter to a friend of mine, a 
clergyman named Olsen at Nortly 
Star Bay, asking him to see Dr. 
Coak'’s Eskimo companions duriy 
the present winter und obtain details 
from them,” 

Rasmussen says the statement is 
correct that Dr. Cook kept a strict 
secret. his intention to make a dash 
for the pole. He learned from some 
of the Eskimos that Dr. Cook had for- 
bidden them. to tell anything about 
his polar trip. Rassmussen saw wr. 
Cook’s daily notes and believes they 
are all true.
